“I confidently anticipate that the steps

The case of Cole v. McLarnon came on for 
hearing, and after some evidence had been 
taken a settlement was reached. It was an 
action brought by lhomas Cole, dentist, 1 
Earlsfort terrace, Dublin, sinst William 

cLarnon. 60 Eaton square, Dublin, dental 
mechanic, for £1,600, money lent. The de- 
fendant, in his defence, denied that the money 
or any part of it was lent, and he further 
relied on the Gaming Act. 

Serjeant Hanna, eG. ; Mr. P. Lynch, K.C. 
and Mr, Sherry (instructed by Messrs. Cussen 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. J. C. R. 
Lardner, K.C., and Mr, James Henry (in. 
structed by Measts.. Reddin and Reddin) for 
the defendant. : 

Mr. Lynch, opening the case for the plain- 
tiff, stated that in September, 1919, there 
was & race meeting at the Curragh, at which 
two horses, Snow Maiden and Kilkerley, were 
running. Snow Maiden was a celebrated per- 
former, and the other had never won a race, 
with the result that one had to lay 8 to 1 
on Snow Maiden. Mr. le and Mr, 
McLarnon were at this meeting, and Mr. 
McLarnon,whow was very keen about backing 
horses, was anxious to have a bet on the 
race. He tried two or three bookmakers to 
get money on Snow Maiden, but they refused 
to take it. He went to Mr. Cole and asked 
Mr. Cole to introduce him to gentlemen who 
were making books, and Mr. Cole introduced 
him to Mr. Richard Power and Mr. Shaw. 
Mr. McLarnon laid two bets of 800 to 100 
on Snow Maiden, and, contrary tq expectat- 
ions, Snow Maiden did not win the race at all. 
It was won by Kilkerléy, and Mr. McLarnon 
had to pay £1,600, instead of winning £200. 
McLarnon had not the money at the time, 
and some little time afterwards he saw Mr. 


Cole came to his rescue, and gave him two 
cheques for £800. Mr. Shaw was paid his 
£800, and Mr, Power got £800, of which he 

ave back £100 to Mr. McLarnon. Up to 
the present Mr. Cole had not been paid. 

After some witnesses had been examined, 
Mr, poe informed his lordship that during 
the interval for adjournment the parties in 
this case had come to an amicable arrange- 
ment, and it would be quite porn rag to 
trouble him or the jury any further. They 
had made friends, and desired to keep their 
‘Own business to themselves, and not te” have 
any further disclosures of. the settlement. A 
certain sum of money was in Court, and it 
was one of the terms of the settlement that 
it should be paid out to the plaintiff.

Yesterday ‘Mr. James Ramsay  Mac- 
donald” was sworn a member of the Privy 
Council, and, at the invitation of the King, 
accepted office as Prime Minister of Eng- 


land. The new Premier afterwards. 
announced the names of his Cabinet. The | 
list contains few surprises and, on the | 
whole, has made a fairly good impression. | 
Mr. Macdonald will be his own 
Foreign Secretary, while his chief lieu- 
tenant in the House of Commons will be 
Mr. J. R. Clynes. Mr. Sidney Webb 
will go to the Treasury, and Mr. 
J. H. Thomas will be Colonial Secretary— 
an office which will bring him into close 
contact with Irish affairs. Three Peers 
figure in Mr. Macdonald’s Administrati6n. 
Lord: Haldane has been appointed Lord 
Chancellor; Lord Parmoor will ‘preside 
over the Council. and lead. the. Upper 
House, while Lord Chelmsford, who has 
been a Fellow of All Souls, and has had 
wide experience as a Colonial Governor, 
becomes First Lord of the Admiralty. 
Virtually all the members of the new 
Cabinet belong to the moderate group of 
the Socialist Party.

The 
third condition ‘is that the personnel ‘of 
the joint Committee which. will report 
upon sites: for a permanent. Parliament 
shall be chosen -with a jealous eye 
to its fitness for that very responsible 
task. Indeed, we think that membership 
of, this Committee ought not to be con- 
fined’ to Senators and Deputies. It ought 
to include the highest qualities of skill 
and taste that. the Government can find 
among the best architects and artists in 
the Saorstat. We have advocated more 
than once the appointment of a National 
Committee of Fine Arts to advise the 
Government. and Parliament upon all 
public ‘works that are intended not only 
to serve, but to adorn, the new Ireland.

The Railway Strike. 


Port ‘to port ‘traffic between. England 
and Ireland has suffered little interrup- 
tion through the railway ‘strike in Great 
Britain. There is not much danger of a 
cessation of mail services, and passengers 
are: suffering inconvenience and delay 
rather than serious inability to travel. 
The traffic arrangements in England, how- 
ever, are likely to improve, Many lessons 
were learned during the great strike in 
1919, and the authorities ‘will. not be 
powerless to find expedients.» The ques- 
tion of tásc for cattle and dairy 
produce is more menacing, as the nature 
of these goods renders delay costly and 
sometimes disastrous. This aspect of the 
casé is particularly unfortunate on account 
of recent interruptions in ‘our live stock

“As the 
King walked down the hall he saw Mr. 
Macdonald among a crowd of M.P.’s who 
were watching the scene, and, stepping 
across, held out his hand to the Labour 
leader, who shook it warmly. It furnished 
yet another example of His Majesty's in- 
variable tact, sited. was a further illustra- 
tion of the adage that coming events cast 
their shadows before. 


Parliament’s Reassembly. 


It has been said that Mr. Macdonald 
would not adjourn the House of Com- 
mons for long owing 4o the consequent 
delay of public business, but to-day it 
appeared that he had asked for an 
adjournment until Tuesday, February 
12th, a period of three weeks. This ‘is to 
enable him and his colleagues to settle 
down in their réspective posts and to 
become acquainted with the administrative 
work of their departments. The date 
mentioned is the one on which Parliament 
would have been opened in the usual way 
if the genera] election had turned out 
differently. 


The New Cabinet. 


It was expected’ in the Lobby to-day 
that Mr. Macdonald would ‘be able to 
publish his first list of Ministers without 
delay, certainly by to-morrow, and this 
proved to be correct, Lord Haldane is to 
be the Lord Chancellor, with Lord Par- 
moor as leader of the House of Lords. 
Sir Sidney Olivier may become a Peer 
with the post of Secretary for India. This 
would provide the necessary Secretary ol 
State required by Statute to sit in the 
Upper House. Sir Sidney Olivier was 
one. of the early leaders in the Fabian 
movement, and he has had considerable 
experience as an administrator both in the 
Colonial Office and as Governor : of 
Jamaica. Mr. Clynes is to be Deputy- 
Leader of the House of Commons, indicat- 
ing that Mr. Macdonald intends to lead 
the House himself when possible. The 
appointment of Mr. Thomas to the 
Colonia] Office is rather a surprise, but 
not more so than that of Mr. ‘Stephen 
Walsh to the War Office. Mr. Philip 
Snowden becomes Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, while a seat in the House will 
have to be found for Mr. Henderson, who 
is to be Home Secretary. 


Lord Chelmsford. 


Lord Chelmsford, who has had a most 
distinguished career, is to go to the Ad- 
miralty as First Lord, while General 
Thomson becomes Air Minister. Mr. 
Sidney Webb will be the President of the 
Board of Trade, ‘and Mr. T. Shaw, re- 
puted to be an authority on foreign 
affairs, is given the Ministry of Labour. 
One. of the surprises is the appointment 
of Colonel Wedgwood to what is often 
described as.a sinecure, the Chancellor- 
ship of the Duchy of Lancaster. Taken 
altogether, the new Ministry appears to 
be composed of mén of moderate opinion, 
a fact which should prove reassuring to 
those who feared the advent of a Socialist 
Government. :

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

Owing to the anxiety of certain members— 
chiefly ci the Libera] Party—to keep them- 
selves before the public, the proceedings of 
the House of Commons, which should net have 
lasted more than half an hour, were spread 
out over twice that time. There were only 
eleven questions on the paper, and several of 
these were not asked, and the only matter on 
which any disposition to heckle Ministers 
was shown was.the reductions of pensions now 
being enforced. But even on this, it was 
speedily recognised that Major Tryon could 
not pledge his successor. 

Some delay was caused by the ballot for 
“notices of motioh on going into Committee 
of Supply.”” The Conservatives, who will be 
the official Opposition when the Housesmeets 
again, had been unusually active in putting 
down motions, and were rewarded by gaining 
seven out of thirteen places.

Lenin, whose real name was Vladimir 
Oulianoff, was born in 1870 in Simbirsk, in 
the heart of the Volga Provinces, his father 
being a Russian nobleman. Jenin and his 
brother, provoked by the tyranny which they 
gaw around them, soon develo revolu- 
tionary tendencies. In 1887 his ther was 
hanged for taking part in a pilot to assassinate 
the Tsar. 

In 1895 he organised a Socialist Party in 
Petrograd, and, being arrested, was sent to 
Siberia for two years. On his release he went 
abroad. in 1 he was in London at a 
conference. of the Russian Social Democratic 
Party, but in 18905 returned to Russia, where 
he led the extreme Socialists in the Duma. 
After the suppression of the 1905 revolution 
he again left the country. 

Immediately after the abdication of Nicholas 
IL., Lenin hurried back to Russia, and became 
leader of the Bolshevik section of the Council 
of Workers’ and Soldiers’ Deputies. In 1917 
he seized power. |

DRASTIC PROPOSALS 


PLAN TO FIX PRICES OF 
BUILDING MATERIALS. 


-- 


The provisions of the Free State Govern- 
ment’s Housing Bill, which comes before the 
Dail for a second reading to-morrow, have 
been subjected to. some criticism by manufac- 
turers and vendors of building materials. 

Particular attention is directed to Section 8, 
which gives powers to the Minister for Local 
Government to limit the prices of building 
materials, and to hold local inquiries into the 


costs of such materials. 

A merchant engaged in the building 
materials business, yesterday stated that the 
cost of labour and the price of coal were the 
chief factors in keeping up prices of bricks, 
tiles, chimney-pots, drain-pipes, .etc. The 
price of cement has fallen recently from 66s. 
6d. to 6ls. 6d. per ton.. Timber is slightly 
cheaper, owing particularly to the reduction 
in freights. Irish slates are now a negligible 
quantity, and almost all the slates for roofing 
come from Wales, and the quarry owners 
state that prices will not be reduced this year. 
_ Until. recently nearly all drain-pipes used 
in Ireland were imported, but they are now 
obtainable from the Ulster Fire-Clay Works at 
Coalisland, County Tyrone. 

_By Section 9 of the bill the Minister pro- 

poses to take powers to purchase or manufac- 
ture building materials, and to sell them at 
cost price, plue 5 per cent., but our informant 
said that it was very doubtful if the Minister 
will be able to manufacture or proyide them on 
more favourable conditions than. the manufac- 
turers : 
Both these sections are likely to be.raised-in 
debate in the Dail when the bill is under -con- 
sideration.

The finance accounts of the Irish Free State 
for the year ended March 31, 1923, have been 
presented to the Oireachtas. | 

In considering the revenue figures shown in 
these accounts it must be borne in mind that 
during the year to which they relate the 
severance of the fiscal] system of Saorstat 
Eireann from Great Britain had not yet been

“ PROGRESS "—A. NEW PLAY 
BY C.K. MUNRO. 


By Our SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

The Incorporated Stage Society yesterday 
presented a new topical Fay by Mr. C. K. 
Munro in twenty scenes. The play lasted well 
over four hours, and in its present, state could 
never be a commercial venture. | understand 
that Mr. Munro has been approached as to 
cutting the play, in order to make it suitable 
for the evening bill of a London theatre; but 
he refuses to cut a single line, stating that 
the play has been fined down to its limit now. 

The play, while being wordy and long- 
winded to a degree, is yet of unusual interest 
in its exposition of views on the subject of 
war, its consequent results, and the ultimate 
'rogress of nations. 

Mr. Munro points out at length that there 
can be no national or international progress 
when there is dissention among statesmen 
themselves and party greed and feeling in the 
indifidual. Progress. the author urges, is at 
length a spiritual quality. At the same time 
he points out, with the bitterest satire, how all 
national spirit is subservient to the business 
man’s greed fcr gain, and how, although 
development is a nation’s life blood, it does 
not necessarily mean gain of territory, gold, 
or any materjal thing. : 

e business men are represented as Boom 
and Slump, Boom is drawn as one of those 
incomprehensible business magnates who, 
smug and self-satisfied, are “‘ out,” for them- 
selves'and their shareholders, and are always 
on the right side. The Prime Minister is an 
exponent of a conciliatory policy through- 
out—a time server, accepting or rejecting 
as the need of the moment arises. 
There is an _ idealist in the person of 
Lord Mang, who talks at length about inter- 
national morality, but whom ‘‘the man-in- 
the-street’’ describes as a pro-German, be- 
cause Mang realises that the conquered nation 
must have a chance to rise again. 

Most2of the action takes place in the Prime 
Minister’s room, in Downing street, and it 
deals with a war, and how it came about. 

Mr. Munro has. drawn his characters with 
that touch of exaggerated sureness which wo 
are beginning to, look for in his work. His 
Prime Minister, Lord Mang, Boom, and the 
French Ambassador are gems of portraiture. 
One always feels that Mr. Munro should have 
been’ a cartoonist. He would have hit off 
the personal idiosyncrasies of public men so 
delightfully. 

Nothing but praise can be bestowed on the 
actors. taking part in this play. They had to 


talk for hours, not interesting conversation, 
but long speeches, that must have taxed their 
memories to the utmost. Nicholas Hannen 
was the Prime: Minister, J. F. White was 
Lord Mang, Douglas Jeffefies was Boom, 
and the other parts, all wel] played, were acted 
by Edward igby, Alfred Clark, Dan E. 
oe, and Fred O'Donovan. 

The author particularly desires it to be 
understood that the three States referred to 
as England, France and Germany are in- 
tended to tipify any great modern States, the 
play being a study in tendencies, which are 
perfectly general.

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WIFE’S APPEAL. 
RESTITUTION PETITION THAT 


FAILED. 


In thé Court of Appeal, London, yesterday, 
the Master of the Rolls and Lords Justices 
Warrington and Atkin heard an appeal by 
Mrs. Dorothy Grace Harnett, of Lisnacree 
House, Lisnacree, Co. Down, from a judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice Hill, refusing her a 
decree of restitution of conjugal rights 
against her husband, Major Edward St. Ciair 
Harnett, R.A.F. 

Mr. Justice Hill held that the petition -was 
not presented bona fide, and that what Mrs. 
Harnett wanted was not restitution, but, a 
restitution decree. 

Mr. Bayford, K.C., for the appellant, said 
that, so far as he knew, this was the first 
occasion in which restitution had been refused 
on the ground of want of bona fides. A wife 
was entitled to restitution as of right unless 
she had committed a matrimonial offence, and 
provided the evidence showed that she was 
sincere in her request for restitution 

Counsel said that the relations between 
Major Harnett and his wife, which had been 
affectionate from the time of their marriage 
in 1916, underwent a sudden change in May, 
1918, when the Major was on active service 
in France. He then developed the idea that 
his wife had doubts of his physical courage, 
and from this time forward displayed an 
increasing aversion for her society. Difficulties 
arose between the parties with increasing 
frequency, but were smoothed over by the 
wife, until at last she had to refuse pom 
blank an offer of a permanent separation with 
a substantial allowance for herself. 

There was one child, and in a letter to her 
parents Mrs. Harnett declared that it was 
only for the child’s sake that she endeavoured 
to overcome her husband’s antipathy to 
reconciliation. : 

Mrs. Harnett used to write for magazines, 
and her husband took exception to one story, 
in which he fancted that she had written 
about him. Early in 1921 she wet to a 
nursing home for an operation, and since then 
her husband had not lived with her.
